FLEET PLAYS WAR 


GOING TO PACIFIC. 


Battleships to Make 13,000 
Mile Cruise as if an Enemy 
Might Be Found on 
the Way. 


— — 


YOUNG MEN IN COMMAND. 


Rear Admiral Bob Evans to 
Have Sole Direction of Every 
U. 8. Squadron in the 
Western Ocean. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., July 10.—({Special.}]— 
When the American battleship fleet starts on 
its 13,000 mile cruise to the Pacific ocean it 
will proceed under war conditions. Imag- 
inary enemies will be discovered en route 
which will have to be repelled; ships will 
steam in different formations; at night 
searchlights will be used to pick up other 
vessels and to signa]; and wireless telegraphy 
will be employed for conveying orders and 
information. In a word, the fleet will be not 
only constantly prepared, but will conduct 
maneuvers designed to increase its effective- 
ness. 

The result of the program mapped out by 
the authorities will be that a more efficient 
command will report at San Francisco. 

It i evident the cruise will be one of the 
hardest that has been undertaken by an 

American command since the battleship 
Oregon made its record breaking trip from 
San Francisco to Key West. For this rea- 
son the navy department is anxious that 
only officers be attached to the ships who 
can stand the work and who are young 
enough to derive benefit and to use the ex- 
perience for the advantage of the country. 


Young Officers to Command. 


The policy of the country now is to place 
in command of ships, especially those of the 
battleship type, officers who will be on the 
active list not only long enough to finish out 
their tour of duty, which is two years, but 
later to fly their flag for a similar period in 
charge of a squadron. 

Thus Reginald F. Nicholson, who was pro- 
moted to the grade of captain on July 1, has 
been given command of the Nebraska, the 
battleship nearing completion on the Pacific 
coast, and Capt: J. B. Murdock. one of the 
youngest officers of his grade, has been as- 
signed to command the battleship Rhode 
Island. Rear Admiral Charles H. Davis will 
retire on account of age Aug. 28. He is in 
command of the second squadron of battle- 
ships. He will be relieved by Rear Admiral 
Charlies g. Sperry, an able officer, who has 
been engaged in perfecting war plans at the 
naval war college. Rear Admiral Sperry has 
plenty of time on the active list to serve two 
years, and can remain longer ſt the depart- 


“ment so desires. 


In spite of the fact that the armored cruis- 
ere will not accompany the battleships to 
the Pacific, preceding it under the plans now 
adopted, a number of inferior vessels Will be 
attached to the fleet. There will be some 
cruisers which will serve as scouts, a num- 
ber of auxiliaries, including colliers and sup- 
ply ships, and perhaps a flotilla of torpedo 
boat destroyers. 


South America’s Welcome. 


South American diplomats are talking 
about their respective countries welcoming 
the fleet in case war does not prevail; and it 
is likely invitations will come from some of 
them. In this case there is no doubt the 
fleet will put into ports of all the countries of 
the southern continent which accommodate 
vessels of their draft. In any eyent, the 
fleet must enter, in order to coal, the harbors 
of Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, and Punta Arenas, 
Patagonia, which belongs to the Argentine 
republic. But Argentina, Chile, Peru, and 
perhape Uruguay will want to do honor to 
the American flag, and they are expected to 
ask this country to order the fleet to drop 
anchor in ports near their capitals. Such in- 
vitations it will be difficult to disregard un- 
less there is a real emergency requiring the 
presence of the ships at the earliest possible 
moment in the north Pacific waters, Such 
an emergency does not exist, according to an 
official statement made both in Washington 
and at Tokio, 


Rendezvous a Secret. 


In order that the concentration of all the 
ships ordered to the Pacific coast may take 
place conveniently, orders will be given to 
Rear Admiral Dayton, commanding the 
Asiatic squadron, and Rear Admiral Swin- 
burne, commanding the Pacific squadron, to 
report to Rear Admiral Evans at a deter- 
mined upon point. The place where the meet- 
ing will occur will de kept secret because 
the department hag no intention of publishing 
to the world the direction in which the ships 
will move for the purpose of combination. 
If Japan really should decide upon war, such 
information would be of the greatest possi- 
ble value to Admiral Togo, who commands 
the Japanese fleet. It is believed this matter 
will be discussed by the general board with 
Rear Admiral Evans at the meetings which 
will occur this month and next month at 
Newport, R. 1. 

Ambassador Aoki left Washington tonight 
for New York, where he will meet Vice Ad- 
miral Yamamoto, who has the distinction of 
having organised the Japanese navy. The 
president has invited the ambassador and the 
vice admiral to luncheon at Oyster Bay on 
Friday., and it is expected he will take occa- 
gion to assure his guests of the pacific in- 
tentions of the United States, particularly 
with reference to the dispatch of the fleet to 
the Pacific ocean. 


Hague Sensation Is Denied. 

Both the state department and the Jap- 
anese embassy deny the statement cabled 
from The Hague to the London Daily Tele- 
graph and reprinted in this country to the 
effect that Japan has mede categorical de- 
mands upon the United States government 
for satisfaction in connection with the treat- 
ment of Japanese in San Francisco and has 
served notice of her intention to deal with the 
Californians herself if the national govern- 
ment falls to do so. 


WAR? ABSURD, SAYS YAMAMOTO. 


New York, July 10.—[Special.]—The talk 
of war between Japan and the United States 
is absurd,” declared Admiral Baron Yam- 
amoto of Japan, almost as soon as he ar- 
| rived m American waters today. 

Baron Yamamoto is one of Japan's fore- 
most naval men. He organized and built 
Japan's modern navy. He was minister of 
marine during the war with Russia, and is 
one of the emperor's most trusted advisers.

GOOD-BY TALK A TRIUMPH 


Twain Fesses Up England Has Made 
Him Proud and Humble. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LIVERPOOL, July 10.—Liverpool’s hospi- 
tality to Mark Twain proved fitting to the 
man and the man equaled the occasion. It 
was a valedictory to America’s successful 
ambassador without portfolio to England. 

While on previous occasions Twain justi- 
fied his reputation, tonight, it is no exagger- 
ation to say, he rose to higher heights of elo- 
quence and was more spontaneous with hu- 
mor than at an} time since he reached Eng- 
land’s shores. His speech was a triumph of 
art and mingled humor with pathos and apt 
reference so deftly that the 200 odd guests 
who joined the lord mayor in honoring him 
were carried off their feet. 

At its conclusion cheer after cheer uprose 
for the aged philosopher, who, to quote T. P. 
O'Connor, is a joy to America and a delight 
to all the other nations of the earth. 


Liverpool’s Welcome Is Royal. 

Preparations for Twain's visit were on a 
royal scale, From the moment he entered 
his carriage at London he was the guest of 
Liverpool. In his carriage was a spacious 
bedroom, comfortably equipped. Before the 
train started he removed his clothes and 
enjoyed a solid rest until Secretary As}hcroft 
called him shortly before reaching here. The 
lord mayor, accompanied by his secretary 
and a gorgeous footman, welcomed Twain, 
as did an overflowing platform of Liver- 
poolians, who cheered as he traversed the 
platform. 

When entering his hotel a dozen big police- 
men formed a double line and remained at 
the salute until he was within its portals. 

The banquet given in his honor tonight 
was one of the largest civic affairs ever held 
in Liverpool. The lord mayo in tbasting 
the king and President Roosevelt said the 
privilege of honoring the man who had 
brought so much happiness into the world 
marked a red letter day in the annals of 
the city. 

T. P. O'Connor in toasting Twain said no 
emperor would get such a welcome in Eng- 
land as he had received. A telegram was 
read from Prof. Boyce of Dublin university 
saying: : 

„ The sudden disappearance of my coun- 
try's jewelry, following so rapidly upon 
the litting of the Ascot cup, compels me 
reluctantly to forego a, good dinner and 
the company of an incomparable expert. I 
will save my watch.“ 

Mark Humbled by Honors, 

Mark Twain, in the course of his reply, 
said: 0 

It seems to have been the practice at 
Dublin castle to examine the jewelry safe 
once a month. They had been doing it for 
500 years. They forgot to do anything else, 
even to lock the safe. Anybody who knows 
me knows I was not connectéd with this 
job, as I would have carried away the safe, 
too.“ 

For three- quarters of an hour Mark told 
witty yarns ahd delightful reminiscences, 
giving his hearers the treat of their lives. 
In conclusion, he said: 

„Homie is dear to us all. Iam now depart- 
ing for mine on the other side of the ocean. 
Oxford conferred on me the loftiest honor 
that ever has fallen to my fortune. I should 
have chosen it as outranking any and all 
others. It is more precious to me than any 
or all others within the gift of man or states 
to bestow. 

„ have had in the four weeks I have 
been here another lofty continuous honor 
which has known no interruption to its great 
moving pulse—the stirring honor of hearty 
handgrip and cordial welcome, which does 
not descend from the pale gray matter of the 
brain, but comes up with the red blood out 
of the heart. It makes me proud; it makes 
me humble.“ 

The dinner was followed by a reception 
which was attended by 1,200 guests. Twain 
shook hands with every one there. He will 
return to London tomorrow, and will then 
rest until he sails on Saturday.

HOSPITAL EVILS. 


Campaign Planned to Drive 
from the City Operators of 
Illegal Baby Farms 
and Retreats. 


PROCEED UNDER CITY LAW 


Business to Be Made Unprofitable 
by Persistent Arrests and 
Prosecutions in the Mu- 
nicipal Court. 


Maternity hospitals” are to be driven 
out of Chicago. The city administration is 
to take the initiative and will have the help 
of the state’s attorney's office. Action is to 
be prompt, and, it is thought, effective if the 
Municipal courts will ald in the work. Prose- 
cutions are planned for today or as soon as 
is possible. 

This was the determination reached at a: 
three hours’ conference held yesterday be- 
tween City Health Commissioner Evans and 
State's Attorney Healy. At it they went 
over every phase of the situation. The 
troubles in their way were legal ones, but 
at the end it was decided they had been 
satisfactorily solved. 

It was the outcome of the long investiga- 
tion started by the Brendecke case and its 
developments. Mrs. Brendecke conducted a 
“maternity hospital at 2709 West Adams 
street and the revelations were shocking. 
They aroused both city and county authori- 
ties and both agreed that the evil must be 


Few Witnesses to Crimes. 


and could be proved the criminal could be 
brought before the Criminal court and pun- 
ished, but there are so many cases*where 
crimes have been committed and cannot be 
proved, crimes of which less than four per- 
sons ever know, that it did not seem as if the 
Criminal court punishment entirely fitted the 
crime. 

Health Commissioner Evans declared what 
he wanted to stop was the large number of 
criminal operations. He did not have the 
figures, but their numbér was startling. 

When illegal operations had been per- 
formed and the mother had died as a result 
sometimes there was publicity and conse- 
quent action by the grand jury and the crim- 
inal court, but when, as more frequently hap- 
pened, the mother survived nobody knew of it. 

When Dr. Evans consulted with the law- 
vers he ran into all sorts of difficulties. Cor- 
poration Counsel Brundage told him the only 
thing the city could do was to revoke the 
licenses of such of these hospitals ag had li- 
censes and then prosecute the managers for 
running a hospital without a license. That 
meant a fine of only $100, and this did not 
seem to be enough for the case, Then the 
state's attorney was appealed to as to wheth- 
er the state law could not help, and the 
result of his investigation was the confer- 
ence between him and Dr. Evans. 


Proceed Under City Law. 

At this talk Mr. Healy could not promise 
the health commissioner much help in the 
way of punishing the people of whom he was 
complaining. According to the criminal] laws 
of Illinois, except in exceptional cases, thera 
is no way of bringing to account the people 
responsible. 

At the end of the three hours’ talk it was 
decided the best thing to be done was to pro- 
ceed under the city ordinances and make 
things so uncomfortable for these ‘‘ mater- 
nity hospitals the managers of them would 
be glad to get out of Chicago and seek some 
more favorable location. This means prose- 
cutions in the Municipal courts and a five 
days’ delay pending a decision if the courts 
carry on the work in the fastest way, and at 
the end a fine of only $100. 

At the same time it was recognized that 
legitimate lying-in hospitals should not be 
discriminated against, that they had their 
legal and useful places, and it was decided 
that it would be well to ask for an amend- 
ment to the city ordinances providing for 
special licenses for this class of hospitals, 
with provisions for their inspection by the 
health department.

Make English Tailor Shiver. 


London’s Sartorial Purist Likens Them 
to Armor Clad Vessels.

LONDON. July 10.—That sartorial purist, 
the Tailor and Cutter, which edged its critic 
into the crowd at Ambassador Reid's recep- 
tion at Dorchester house July 4, today prints 
the result of his observation. 

The critic generously admits the garments 
worn on the occasion both by men and women 
on the whole were “ creditable productions,” 
but he excepts specimens he saw of an ob- 
viously American made garment, which 
“ failed hopelessly from the point of view of 
taste and artistic finish.” 


Bone Buttons Give Offense. 

Here is one of his complaints: We saw 
two or three flat braided morning coats and 
at least one frock coat with bone buttons in 
place of the more artistic silk top buttons, 
which as a rule English firms use in this con- 
nection. To an eye trained to the fitness of 
things, this outrage on good taste was par- 
ticularly. saddening.”’ 

In regard to women’s tailoring the Amer- 
ican garments fare badly. . 

They build too much on the principle of an 
ironclad vessel, with layer upon layer of 
plate,“ the critic says. The body garment 
has a heavy, shapeless appearance, giving its 
weare a square, squat look, which detracts 
greatly from the stylish appearance which 
the general build of American women places 
at the disposal.of her tailor to enhance and 
beautify,” 

Critic Sad, but Not Hostile. 

Lest, however, any international compli- 
cations should arise from these strictures, 
the critic adds they are made in no hostile 
spirit, but by one interested in the welfare 
of his American cousins, who is anxious 
that the other activities which they so sat- 
isfactorily copied from the British may soon 
also include tailoring.

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LOCKED IN VAULT AS JOKE 


Baltimore Clerk Rescued by Po- 
lice and Fire Department. 


SMASH HOLE IN THE WALL. 


Baltimore, 
police and fire departments were called out 
tonight to rescue. Joseph H. Daly, a clerk, 
who accidentally was locked in the vault 
of the Consolidated Gas and Electric Light 
and Power company in the Continental Trust 
building, with the time lock set to open at 
Da. m. tomorrow. 

Daly and a fellow clerk, William I. 
Brashears, had been detained at the office 
during the evening going over the books. 
As they were putting the records away 
Brashears thought it would be a good joke 
to lock Daly in the vault. So he swung the 
vault door shut, the lock snapped, and Daly 
was a prisoner. 


Combination Won’t Work. 


When he realized what he had done Brash- 
ears was panic stricken. He tried to work 
the combination of the lock, but could not. 
Then he yelled for a watchman, but the 
watchman couldg’t even think of any ad- 
vice. Next it was decided to phone to the 
police. Lieut. Charles M. Cole and a squad 
of bluecoats arrived on the scene, and de- 
cided at once to call out the fire department. 

The vault is surrounded by six inches of 
terra cotta and brick, and it was necessary 
to cut through this in order to get fresh air 
to the man inside. The fire fighters gat out 
picks and axes and went to work, digging 
a hole in the vault. 


Free After Hour’s Work. 

After an hour’s work they made a six inch 
aperture, through which they passed tools 
tu Daly. He was able to wrench the inside of 
the lock apart, and then the door flew open. 
Daly staggered out so weak he hardly could 
stand, with every stitch of his clothing sat- 
urated with perspiration. He had been com- 
pelled to keep in a standing position, not 
being able even to turn around. He was not 


in darkness in the vault, as the interior was 
lighted with an electric bulb, but hé nearly 


suffocated. His release came none too s00m 


THREE KILLED; 19 INJURED 
IN COLLAPSE OF BUILDING. 


Concrete Structure Falls at Philadelphia 
Through Faulty Construction—Ruins 
Searched for Missing Men, 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 10.—Three men are 
known to have been killed, one was fatally 
hurt, and eighteen others injured in the col- 
lapse of a new concrete building today at 
the plant of the Bridgman Bros. company, 
manufacturers of steamfitters’ supplies, at 
Fifteenth street and Washington avenue. 

The building was just being put under roof 
when a section nearly 30 feet in width and 
extending the entire depth of the structure 
collapsed. About thirty men were at work 
on the side which gave way. They were 
carried down in the débris. The body of 
Marshell Hopkins, aged 45 years, and the 
bodies of two unidentified colored men have 
been taken from the ruins. It is believed 
there are others buried under the heavy 


mass. " 

The buildigg collapsed, according to the 
admigsions of C. B. Miller, boss carpenter, 
because the shorings were taken away from 
the concrete before it had properly set. A. 
S. Reavis, trading as the Sheet Metal and 
Cornice company of Washington, D. C., was 
the contractor for the building. 

Jacob Smith, one workman, was buried 
under a mags of concrete and crushed so 
that he cannot live.

PEACE DEPENDS ON NEILL. 


At . S. Labor Man Doesn't Arrange

Operators in Chicago yesterday announced 
their readiness to desert their keys next Mon- 
day morning unless Labor Commissioner 
Neill succeeds in effecting a compromise with 
the telegraph companies before that time.

They expect practically a unanimous vote to 
strike at next Sunday's massmeeting. 

All activity yesterday was directed towards 
preparing for this meeting. The meeting 
will be called by the local executive board, 
which will be in session probably today for 
that purpose. 


Small May Be Absent. 


It is not believed no that President Small 
will be present, although General Secretary 
Wesley Russell said this was not certain. 
He declared he had no knowledge of the re- 
port that the head of the order had changed 
his plans and decided to remain in San Fran- 
cisco until the arrival of Commissioner Neill. 

President Small has not informed me of 
his leaving San Francisco today,“ said Mr. 
Russell, but neither has he wired me that 
he will not do so. I am waiting for word 
from him.” 

Secretary Russell said it would make no 
difference whether President Small attended 
the meeting or not. He said it will be held 
under any circumstances, although the re- 
sult of Commissioner Neill's efforts in the 
coast city will have an important influence on 
the action taken. . 

The union organizers were busy during the 
day gathering in new members. Secretary 
Ulerich of local union No. 1 asserted that 
thirty men had joined the organization. 


Western Union Getting Ready. 


The Western Union officials also were wide- 
awake to the threatening situation. General 
Superintendent Cook said everything was in 
readiness to resist @ strike, in case a walk- 
out was ordered next Monday. 

„We are assuming that a strike will not be 
called, said he, but if it comes we are pre- 
pared to meet it.” 

Mr. Cook denied a report sent out from 
union headquarters that the company Is cir- 
culating a petition among the operators ask- 
ing them to desert the union.

Los Angeles, Cal., July 10.—[{S8pecial.]— 
This was Edwin G. Cooley day at the Na- 
tional Educational association convention. 

Not only was the Chicago superintendent 
unanimously elected president of the Nation- 
al association but the new charter was ac- 
cepted by the convention, with scareely a 
dissenting vote. 

This evening Prof. Cooley was given a re- 
ception in the lobby of the Alexandria hotel 
such as has rarely been given by the teachers 
of the United States to one of their number. 

Thousands of educators surged through 
the lobbies and headquarters of the various 
delegations. The most distinguished school 


cago educator honors, and on every side were 
heard predictions.of the future greatness 
and usefulness of the National Educational 
association under his leadership. 


Election Is Unanimous. 
Prof. Cooley's efection was unanimous. W. 
O. Thompson of Ohio withdrew when the 
nominating convention met this mornig and 


cago man by acclamation. Later the choice 
was enthusiastically confirmed by the whole 
convention. 

The only opposition to Prof. Cooley was 
more in the nature of a rumor circulating 
about the name of Miss Margaret Haley, who 
led the fight against the charter in Washing- 
ton. She was expected to be here to oppose 
Cooley's election, but decided at the last 
minute tostay at home. Her place was taken 
by Miss Elizabeth Shirley of Montebello, who 
resisted the adoption of the constitution on 
the floor of the convention. She did not suc- 
ceed in turning a single vote against it. 


Efficiency, or the Clock? 


Tonight Prof. Cooley addressed the con- 
vention on the subject, “Shall Teachers’ 
Salaries Be Graded on Merit, or by the 
Clock? He was frequently interrupted by 
applause. 

After saying that salary should be com- 
mensurate to the value of service rendered, 
and that alone, Prof. Cooley continued: 

A teacher in a good school may increase 
in efficiency for four or five years, even if she 
relies exclusively upon her schoolroom ex- 
perience for inspiration, but, unless the 
teacher is induced in some manner to study, 
the chances are that before the end of the 
first decade a decline in efficiency will set in, 
which will proceed steadily as the years 
go by. 

A schedule of salaries, then, should in- 
clude a lower group, making provision for 
yearly advances for four or five years. At 
the end of this period, if a teacher does not 
give evidence of increase in efficiency, she 
should be stopped. No teacher should be 
allowed to advance in salary after she has 
ceased to advance in efficiency. 


Never Mind the Clock. 


Teachers should not be encouraged to get 
into the system and then let the clock work. 
Advancement based on length of service only 
does not do justice to the feacher who has 
the real professional spirit. The suggestion 
that we can keep people up to the mark by 
mere fear of dismissal is made by those not 
familiar with current history. Everybody 
should realize how extremely difficult it is to 
get rid of an inefficient teacher. 

“It must be admitted that this scheme 
leaves out of account exceptional natural 
ability—the power of the born teacher; but 
most of our teachers are not born, but are 
made, and we are compelled to frame our 
schemes to fit the needs and capacities of the 
plain, ordinary teacher who has to learn her 
business“ 


Addresses by Chicagoans. 


Two Chicago teachers had the floor today 
at the meeting of the technical education de- 
partment. They were Louis C. Monin, dean 
of the Armour Institute of Technology, and 
Ella Flagg Young, principal of thé Chi- 
cago normal school. Mr. Monin talked on 
“Scope of the Department of Technical 
Education.“ He said in part: 

Four fundamental problems confront the 
educators of today in regard to the boys 
and girls under their care: 

First To make them good. (This they are 
when they serve God and their fellowmen.) 

** Second—To make them strong. (They are 
strong when they have attained self-mas- 
tery.) 

“ Third—To make them do common things 
well. (For only a small minority of men 
are privileged to deal with the uncommon, 
the so-called great opportunities of life. 

* Fourth—To make ther. realize that a man 
lives ‘by admiration, faith, and hope.’ 

‘Technical education, therefore, is pri- 
marily an educational problem, and only sec- 
ondarily an engineering, industrial, and 
economic problem. It will be one of the 
chief tasks of the new department to make 
clear this position of the educator. Educa- 
tion not only must consider the pupil's needs 
but also furnish him with what the commu- 
nity will at once ask from him in the form 
of character, skill, knowledge, and efficien- 
ey.“ 8 
Ella Flagg Young’s Talk. 

Ella Flagg Young said, in part: 

„ Substantial work in physics, having as 
its object the starting of an interest In scien- 
tific inquiry and as the chief feature experi- 
ments using simple apparatus constructed by 
children, should be prominent on the daily 
program for children of 10 or 11 years. An- 
other line of practical work should be with 
foods, plant fibers, and other useful plant 
products. In the föllowing years the ex- 
perimental work should be steadily extended 
to give the children a good experimental basis 
in physics, chemistry, biology, and the in- 
dustrial arts. If the method be that of 
demonstration by the teacher, the capital al- 
ready gained by the children in primary 
construction or handwork will not be vainly 
invested.’’

Local Organization Will Extend 


Its Sphere of Work. 


GEORGE E. COLE TO RETIRE. 


McEwen Men in the Open Say State Is 
Not for Deneen. 


The Legislative Voters’ league is to ex- 
pand its region of watchfulness over the 
nomination and election of candidates for the 
general assembly. In the next legislative 
election it will advise the vaters regarding 
the qualifications of candidates, not only in 
Chicago but in every other part of the state. 

Within a few weeks the league will remove 
ite headquarters from its present modest 
room at 92 La Salle street to a suite of offices 
in Tue TRIBUNE building.

It is 
said also that W. O. Wilson, who has served 
for several years as the secretary of the 
league, will retire to devote his entire time 
to the law business. Mr. Wilson at present 
is conducting dn investigation of legislative 
conditions in western states.

BEGIN FIGHT FOR CHARTER. 


First of Series of Meetings Held 
at Hamilton Club. 


KITTLEMAN WARNS VOTERS. 


Legislator Says Defeat Means Long De- 
lay of Reform. 


“Tf the people of Chicago do not improve 
their opportunity of sanctioning theproposed 
charter at the polls Sept. 17, they will wait 
for a quarter of a century before they will 
get another chance for good legislation of 
that character,” declared Representative 
John M. Kittleman, chairman of the house 
charter committee, at a meeting in the Ham- 
ton club rooms yesterday. 

It was the first of a series of public meet- 
ings in a campaign of instruction and educa- 
tion to be held there every Wednesday 
afternoon at 1:15 o'clock until the election. 

The speaker explained that the above as- 
sertion was based on information given him 
by a country member of the legislature who 
controlled at least fifty votes in the two 
lawmaking bodies of the state. Continuing 
he said: ‘‘ There are two forces against us— 
not enough home rule and too much home 
rule. The country members aided us to pass 
it in good faith, with the belief that we would 
not abuse the increased power vested in us, 
Turn it down and it would simply be folly 
to again ask for a chance at local govern- 
ment. 


Will Decrease, Not Increase Taxes. 

„% Those opposed to it have stated that it 
would increase taxation. It will have just 
exactly the opposite effect, because under it 
the tax rate can be only 5 per dent. 

„It is a comprehensive measure of home 
rule, providing adequate revenue, embody- 
ing everything that was guaranteed by the 
cotistitutional amendment, and nobody was 
agalnst the amendment except the Hearst 
papers,“ said Ald, Foreman, chairman of 
the charter convention. The new charter, 
he observed. is opposed only by those who 
have selfish personal interests to serve, 
those with cold feet who are against every 
thing new, and those simply sore because 
they didn’t have a hand in framing &. 


Not Perfect, but Good.

* Grandma ”’ Haskett, bent with the weight 
of seventy-eight years, which have robbed 
her of her eyesight and almost stolen the use 
of her limbs away, took her three little care- 
free grandchildren and went for a long wide 
yesterday. They rode in a carriage, the kind 
one has to pay so much an hour for, and 
they had lots of experiences. But best of all, 
** Grandma says, was getting that $75 gov- 
ernment check which the postman who 
passes 184 Morgan street will hand to one of 
the children this morning. 

The journey that “Grandma” Haskett 
took was from the little home at the rear of 
184 Morgan street to the federal building, 
and the reason for it was that all the food 
was gone. Not a mite was left after break- 
fast yesterday, nor wae there any money 
with which to buy more. 

You see Grandma,“ whose real name is 
Elizabeth E. Haskett, was a nurse in the 
civil war. She served on the western battle- 
fields for the full four yers. That’s the way 
she lost the sight in one eye, while the other 
was blinded when she was nursing a lot of 
people who had yellow fever at Memphis.

* Grandma ’’ once was the wife of William 
Alexander Dewey, brother of the admiral, 
and the admiral, she says, used to send her 
money, too. Willlam Dewey, Mra. Haskett 
says, was killed by accident in 1869 at La- 
fayette, Ind. Mrs, Haskett’s father was 
Albert S. White, once speaker of the Indlana 
house of representatives.

Chicago Woodenware Plant Damaged 
to Extent of $50,000,

Police Investigate Her Life at Saloon 
in Roseland.

Woodworkers Resent Arrest of 
Johansen for Picketing. 


FIGURES IN A LABOR NOVEL. 


Sensational Accusations Against Dr. 
Reitman Are Made at Quincy. 


Resenting the insinuation that a union 
picket isa vag,“ the Woodworkers’ District 
council last night at its meeting decided to 
make a test of the new vagrancy act, under 
which Business Agent Anton Johansen and 
eight members of the union were arrested 
two weeks ago. Money was appropriated to 
carry the case to the Supreme court, if neces- 
sary. 

Johansen, who recently figured as the hero 
of a novel on unionism by Hutchings Hap- 
good called The Spirit of Labor,” made a 
speech at the meeting, in which he declared 
hig willingness to go to jail to test the law. 


The labor leader said he would “ spend six 
months in a cell,“ as a union martyr, in order 
to show the law up.“ 

Johansen’s arrest grew out of a row be- 
tween the woodworkers’ and carpenters’ 
unions in the city. The former union called 
a strike at the factory of Jessen & Rosberg, 
405 West Kinzte\street, but the place of the 
strikers were filled with union carpenters, 
Johansen then took charge of the fight as 
“captain” of the picket squad and it was 
while directing the operations of the pickets 
that he was 8 

Reitman’s Wife Found Insane, 

Coincidént with the agitation to set aside 
the vagrancy law came accusations against 
Dr. Ben L. Reitman, friend of hobos, who 
fret took up agitation against the law. 

The charges came from Quincy, III., and 
were made in court there by Clyde Schwartz, 
brother of Mrs. Reitman, and confirmed by 
his mother. As a result of the hearing in 
Quincy, Mrs. Reitman was declared insane 
and will be sent to the state hospital at 
Jacksonville. 

Schwartz and his mother testified that while 
@ young girl Mrs. Reitman showed a re- 
markable talent for music and after gradu- 
ating from the high school in Quincy was sent 
to the Chicago Conservatory of Music, that 
while attending the conservatory she met 
Dr. Reitman. The couple were married in 
Chicago and soon went to Germany. 


Extravagance Causes Quarrels. 

Prior to their leaving this country, accord 
ing to letters written to her folks at home by 
Mrs. Reitman, several quarrels occurred over 
the alleged extravagance of Dr. Reitman, 
Schwartz testified that his sister and Dr. Reit- 
man traveled in Europe for some time, she 
paying the expenses. When they were in 
Leipsie a child was born and soon afterwards 
Mrs. Reitman was sent to an insane asylum.

TRAVERSE BET BOAT IS DEAD 


Career of Gambling Ship Ends 
with Revocation of License. 


BIG PENALTY FOR SAILING. 


Inspectors Also Investigate Over- 
erowding of Excursion Craft. 


The City of Traverse is a gambling ship no 
more. Official record of its license has been 
blotted from the records in the United States 
internal revenue office, and should Capt. 
Steve Jones attempt to steam with her out 
of the Ninety-fifth street harbor he would be 
liable to a fine of $500 for each day, and the 
same penalty would be incurred by a licensed 
marine engineer or first mate who assisted 
him. 

This drastic action was taken yesterday on 
advice of Lawrence O. Murray, assistant sec- 
retary of the department of commerce and 
labor, who came from Washington to inves- 
tigate the City of Traverse matter. Capt. 
Jones, who is supposed to be at some water- 
ing place in Indiana, had been ordered to re- 
port to Deputy Collector Hite today. He 
failed to do so, and although he still retains 
his license it is worthless. 


Action Establishes Precedent. 


The revocation of the City of Traverse's 
license establishes a precedent in the marine 
jurisdiction of the United States. Assistant 
Secretary! Murray holds that gambling can 
under no constructiom be considered coasting 
trade. The City of Traverse is licensed to 
engage in the coasting trade, and havingen- 
gaged in something else its owner must for 
keit his ship Mcenee. Heretofore, when the 
government has been called on to rule on 
similar matters, it has been heid that if the 
proper precautions as to safety were observed 
the federal government could not take &c- 
tion.

POOLBOAT MAN ACCUSED. 


Police Hope Soon to Arrest One 


of the Guilty; Negro Pris- 
oner Escapes Under Fire. 


Lieut. “ Andy Rohan of the central de- 
tective bureau ran across a tangible clew in 
the Condon dynamiting mystery yesterday 
which may lead to the arrest of a former 
employé of the poolboat City of Traverse as 
one of the men who plotted the track owner's 


life. 

The clew led to Cunningham’s saloon at 
Twenty-third street and Wabash avenue, 
where three men wére overheard plotting the 
dynamite crime last Saturday night. One of 
the men was an employs of the City of Trav- 
erse, another was a man about to get a job 
on the boat, and the third was a north side 
gambler. 

Detective Sergeant Morgan was sent to 
trace the plotters. He reported the bartender 
who overheard the men threatening to blow 
John Condon into atoms knew one of the 
men slightly. This man he knew held John 
Condon to be responsible for all the evils that 
have befallen the boat City of Traverse. 


Knows One of the Plotters. 


The bartender said he noticed the three 
men and that he heard one of them say: 

8 John Condon ought to be blown up for 
8. 

Another replied: 

Well. let's blow him up.“ 

After this he thought the plans were laid 
which later resulted in the placing of a dyna- 
mite bomb on the window sill of Mr. Con- 
don’s residence at 2623 Michigan avenue 
Monday night. The police are hunting for 
the ex-City of Traverse man. 

The escape of an ex-convict, a negro named 
Walker, from the Twenty-second street po- 
lice station after he had been brought in on 
suspicion of knowing something about the 
Condon mystery was reported during the day. 

Capt. Edward McCann of the Twenty-sec- 
ond street station admitted Walker had es- 
caped, but said he had nothing to do with the 
Condon case. 


Bullets Fail to Stop Negro. 

“We picked up a man on general princi- 
piles,” said Capt. McCann. “I had him 
brought in to question him as to what he 
was doing for a living. We have no cells 
finished in the new station, and the man 
got tired of waiting in the office and walked 
out. Sergeant Keegan saw him going away 
and fired two shots at him, but we did not 
catch him.“ 

From other sources it was reported Walker 
formerly was in the employ of Mr. Condon, 
and the blind gambler had told the police 
Walker knew something about the crime, 
thus leading to his arrest. Walker is said 
to have told the police about the plot in Cun- 
ningham's saloon before he escaped. 

Les, I had a negro of the name of Walker 
in my employ at one time,“ said Mr. Condon. 
“I remember him distinctly; but do not 
know why he should be in any plot to take 
my life. I have not seen him for several 
years. I am of the opinion that when the 
man is found who placed the bomb it will 
prove to be one whom I befriended. I have 
tried to treat all men squarely, but I have 
had poor rewards, and I suppose this attempt 
was one of those rewards. I have kept sev- 
eral men out of the penitentiary instead of 
sending them there.”

Capt. McCann held a conference with Chief 
of Police Shippy during the morning. but 
neither would divulge what it was about. 
Capt. McCann intimated he had information 
the plot led up to certain big Chicago gam- 
blers; but he did not want to take action 
until the chief matructed him to do so. 


SANTA FE ROAD INDICTED; 
POSSIBLE FINE $1,300,000. 


Sixty-five Counts Against Railway by 
Federal Grand Jury—Fresh Accusa- 
tions Against E. H. Stafford Company. 


The Santa Fe railroad indictment, consist- 
ing of sixty-five counts involving a possible 
fine of $1,300,000 should all be sustained 
and the maximum penalty be invoked, was 
returned by the federal grand jury yester- 
day before adjourning to Aug. 2. On that 
day additional witnesses to the alleged grant- 
ing of rebates by the Lake Shore railroad 
to A. Booth & Co., flsh concern, will be 
examined. 

Indictments were returned against the 
E. H. Stafford Manufacturing company and

Bentley, officers of the company. Should 
convictions follow, the individuals thus in- 
dicted are liable to imprisonment, the charge, 
both as to the company and the men, being 
violations of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
and grows out of the recent investigation 
of the school and church furniture combine.

ULTIMATUM 10 BIG PACKERS 


Commission Men Refuse Post- 
Mortem Inspection.

OPEN MARKET IS DEMANDED. 


Refuse to Sell Cattle of Any Kind Un- 
der Proposed Regulation. 


The live stock commission men's ultima- 
tum to the big packers on the post-mortem 
inspection controversy was given out yester- 
day by the committee appointed at Monday’s 
meeting of the Chicago live stock exchange. 
They will refuse to sell cattle of whatever 
class subject to post-mortem inspection, as 
demanded by the packers. 

The ultimatum is in the form of a tenta- 
tive agreement and provides for an absolute- 
ly “open market. It favors a rigid ante- 
mortem inspection of all classes of cattle 
prior to the consummation of sales, and ex- 
tends to the packers the privilege of selecting 
and tagging animals suspected of being 
diseased. Suspects then shall be turned 
over to the inspector of the state to be killed 
and handled for the account of the owner 
on the same terms as are cattle with lumpy 
jaw and other diseases, 


No Decision at Conference. 


A conference between representatives of 
the packers and of the commission dealers 
was held in the afternoon, but no definite re- 
sults were achieved. The representatives of 
the packers have to report back to their re- 
spective excutive heads. 

Another conference probably will be held 
today or tomorrow, in which several of the 
heads of the big packing houses are expected 
to take part. 


Quick Settlement Not Expected. 

“The conference was preliminary in na- 
ture,“ said Joseph Adams of Adams’ Sons & 
Kitchin, a member of the ultimatum com- 
mitte. We probably shall have to hold 
several meetings before accomplishing any- 
thing. The packers are firmly set in their de- 
sire to win their point and it will take consid- 
erable argument, probably, before we can 
convince them that we are right in our con- 
tention.” 


JAIL SENTENCE FOR DOCTOR 
FOUND GUILTY_OF CONTEMPT. 


Judge Orders Punishment of Carl Ander- 
son, Accused of Trying to Take Girl 
from Custody of Court. 


Dr. Carl Anderson, accused of an attempt 
to spirit Virginia S. Tanner from thecustody 
of Judge Chetlain’s court, was yesterday 
found guilty of contempt and sentenced to 
pay a fine of $50 and serve a forty day sen- 
tence in the county jail. The court gave 
Dr. Anderson until Friday to prepare an 
appeal. 

It was on May 28 that Dr. Anderson in- 
curred the anger of the court. The Tanner 
girl was in the nominal custody of the court 
on an order entered in habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings begun by Burton D. Tanner. Mrs. 
Henrietta M. Tanner appeared in court with 
Dr. Anderson, with whom she lived as his 
common law wife. Attorney Clark Varnum 
and Dr. Anderson left the courtroom ostensi- 
bly for a conference and then all separated. 
Judge Chetlain was informed that they had 
conspired to take the girl from the custody 
of the court and issued bench warrants. 

Mrs. Tanner was released until September 
on the promise that she would discontinue 
living with Dr. Anderson. Attorney Varnum 
will appear to defend himself within a few 
days.

WOMAN PRISON ER 
HAS 6 BANK BOOKS 


but Declares Her Arrest 
an Outrage. 


DOES NOT KNOW RUNYAN. 


Denies Teller Arrested in New 
Tork Is a Friend; Willing to 


1 Return with Police. 


The central detective bureau was notified 
last night by the New York police depart- 
ment to hold Florence Wood, alias Florence 
Moore, sister of the woman who betrayed 
the teller of the Windsor Trust Company 
bank of New York, who was arrested Tues- 
day night in a rooming house at 1825 Mich- 
igan avenue, Detectives now are on the way 
here to take her back to New York. 

The woman, who spent the day in a ceil at 
the Harrison street station, talked frankly 
about herself. To the charge that she had 
secured and hiddeh $20,000 of the money that 
her sister, Mrs. Laura M. Carter, is said to 
have received from Telier Chester B. Run- 
yon, she declared positively she was Inno- 
cent. She said she was willing to go back to 
New York without extradition papers, and 
although she expressed indignation at the 
manner of her arrest and detention in a cell, 
she did not ask for a lawyer or seek habeas 
corpus proceedings. 


Carries Bank Books and Cash. 

The bank books she had in her possession 
called for nearly $5,000 and showed she had 
deposited most of it in New York banks 
before the robbery occurred. In her trunk 
were found six bank books, five safety de- 
posit vault keys, and $280 in cash. 

“It is an outrage to keep me locked up 
in this cell without any charge against me,“ 
the woman said to Detective Sergeant Baily. 
I never met this man Runyon and I know 
nothing about him or the theft of the $97,000 
beyond what I have read. I was on my way 
to San Francisco with a woman named Mur- 
ray and I thought I would stop off here and 
take in Chicago. ,I am a sister of Mrs. Carter. 
We both owned rooming houses at one time, 
but never lived together. 


Respectable Brother in Baltimore. 

“J went from Baltimore, Md., to live in 
New York three years ago. My name is 
Florence A. Wood, but I assumed the name 
of Florence Moore. I have a respectabie 
brother in Baltimore and I did not want him 
to know of the life I was leading. I can 
prove that I had nothing to do with the stolen 
money. I knew Harry Kirkstein slightly. 
When I received the decoy telegram which 
the detectives sent I thought that Harry had 
come on to Chicago and that he had some- 
thing to tell me about my sister.“ 

A dispatch from New York said Kirkstein 
was arraigned and held for a hearing to be 
given tomorrow, Mrs. Carter’s colored maid 
is said to have told District Attorney Jerome 
she was sent to Kirkstein on July 2 witha 
package containing money.

FORTS ON NARRAGANSETT BAY 
REPEL ENEMY IN SHAM WAR.

Assailing Fleets Unable to Pass De- 
fenses or Effect a Landing Near

The law- 
yer gave a dramatic account of how the 
charge was made on the latter date, when 
Greger was bidding farewell to the countess 
de Rodellec in her drawing room.

‘The grain interests of Chicago and St. 


Louis are preparing a protest to the inter- 


state commerce commission against the ex- 
tension of the findings in the sugar case to 
grain and its products for the reason it denies 
those markets the privileges it gives to oth- 
ers in that grain in store cannot receive thé 


| advantage of reduced proportional rates. 


The application of the sugar case decision 
to grain means the chaotic conditions which 
prevailed years ago will be resurrected, and 
those men who are best posted as to the me- 
nipulation of freight rates will heve an ad- 
vantage and through the accumulation of 
billing be able to get lower rates than their 
competitors, conditions which the railroads 
and shippers have formulated rules, through 
years of experience, to overcome. 

According to the ruling of the commission 
a shipment of Frain from Kansas stored at 
Kansas City and later shipped to Chicago 
must pay the proportional rate in force at 
the time the shipment was stored or the local 
rate in force at the time shipment is for- 
warded to Chicago. If in the interim be- 
tween the time the shipment is stored an@ 
the time it is reforwarded the proportional 
rate is reduced the shipment cannot take ad- 
vantage of the lower rate, according to the 
commission 

This condition will give the later shipper dh 
advantage in that he can get into the Chicago 
market at a less rate than the one who bought 
his grain earlier and stored it at Kansas City, 
waiting for a market. The effect of the de- 
cision can be appreciated when it is stated 
there are more than 2,000,000 bushels of grain 
in store in Missouri river elevators at all 
times waiting for a market. 


Take Action on Mileage Tickets. 

In response to the general desire at the com- 
mercial interests the roads in the Western 
Passenger association yesterday concluded te 
continue the interchangeable mileage ticket 
based on the current rates, but no conclusion 
could be reached as to its form, and the mat- 
ter was referred to a special committee with 
instructions to report its conclusions today.

As indjcated by the government's July re- 
port, isgued yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock, 
Chicago time, prevailing conditions on the 
first ot the month suggested a total winter and 
spring wheat crop of ahput 682,000,000 bu, 
compared to an estimate of about 618,000,000 
bu on June 1. and an outturn of 735,000,000 
du last year. While showing some improve- 
mem during June, the condition of winter 
wheat wat given at 78.8, or 4.4 points under 
the showing of July,1, 1906. The winter yield 
ig indicated at about 380,000,000 bu, tha ti ot 
spring being 252,000,000, the returns last year 
respectively being 493,000,000 bu and 242,000,- 
000 bu. The all-wheat condition was &1.6. 

The most pronounced bearish feature con-

estimate of farm reserves of old crop mate- 
‘ rlal—54,853,000: bu, compared to 46,000,000 bu 


last year.~ The reserves are the largest on 
record, In June the condition of spring wheat 
showed some deterioration, as compared to 


the Jund1 showing; the condition being giver 


as 87.2, against 91.4 July 1. 1006. While Show- 
ing deterioration, it generally had been ex- 
pected that the spring wheat crop would be 
under what the government saw it. The 
winter wheat condition on the first of the 
month was estimated at 78.8, which, on an 
area of 28,132,000 acres, suggests a yield not 
far from 880,000,000 bu. The indicated yield 
on Juns 1 was about 370,000,000 bu. Since the 
firet of the month, however, many conditions 
in both winter and spring wheat territories 
have indicated reason for increased appre- 
hension, backwardness, green bugs, rust 
developing more pronouncedly northwest, 
and rains interfering with harvesting returns 
in the southwest. 


a Firat Figures on Corn. 

Inasmuch as the official statement given out 
yesterday was the first of the year on corn, 
it wae given big consideration by traders on 
the local exchange. It wae more “bullish 
than had been expected, although the trade 
for a long time had been led by private ad- 
vices to believe that the crop was not making 
satisfactory advancement. The report indi- 
cated a total yield of 2,515,000,000 bu, against 
an estimate on July 1 of 2,675,000,000 
6 turnout of /2,027,000,- 
000 bu in 1006, a bumper crop. The 
condition of the golden cereal’ on the 
first of the month was fixed at 80.2, the area 
being calculated at 98,000,000 acres. In July 


1 last year the condition of corn was given as 


87.6, on an area of 95,535,000 acres. The area 
shows an Increase of about 1.4 percent. The 
trade has expected an area increase of fully 
8 per cent. Calculating on the basis of 81.5 
bu to the dere, which bulls sap is too gener- 
ous a figuring, the crop is estimated at 2,480, - 
QUU,000 du. The estimate of 2,515,000,000 bu. 
say the more conservative tradefs, probably 
will come nearer hitting the mark. There are 
those, however, who figure that the crop 
how promises 2,650,000,000 bu. 

“Any way they figure it.“ said a man on 
the board of trade reputed for conservatism, 
“the report is quite bullish, and should go 
far toward stiffening prices. The enormous 
yield of last year has proved no burden at 
all, and when we get a smaller crop, with an 
increased population and a naturally in- 
creased consumptive demand at home and 
abroad, it is difficult to talk bearishly.. The 
same may be said of wheat: The wheat show- 
ing is better than that of a month ago, but 
the government has not figured on develop- 
ments since.the first of the month, which 
have in the main been bullish. On top of this, 
the crops in other countries are almost sure 
to show a big falling off from the outturns of 
last year, which were considered more than 
enough to care for requirements. In wheat 
and corn it is a world wide bullish situation.”

Report on Oats Not Bullish. 


Although for a long time crop advices from 
the important producing sections have been 
coming in bulliehly on oats, the government's 
report on that cereal was not as bullish as 
generally had been expected. It showed a 
condition of 81 on the first of this month, com- 
peared to 81.4 on June 1, 84 a year ago, and 
92.1 on July 1, 1905. The condition and the 
acreage indicated a crop of approximately 
892,000,000 bu, on the popularly accepted 
basis of 35 bu, against promise of 808,000,000 
bu.a month ago, and a yield of 964,000,000 bu 
last year. The trade believed that this esti- 
mate was too large, figuring on advices re- 
ceived since the statement was compiled. 
Some of them do not expect more than 850,- 
000,000 bu. Those giving full par ot 37 bu 
on the almost unenimously reported back- 
wardness ‘' see a yield of as high as 943,000, 
000 bu. Conservatives, however, believe that 
crop development before or after the gov- 
ernment’s compilation does not warrant such 


rosy hopes.

THE TOBACCO TRUST. . 

The turn of the tobacco trust has come. 
The papers have been filed in the long 
looked for suit of the government against 
the American Tobacco company, a num- 
ber of allied and subsidiary corporations, 
and several men who are identified with 
the trust. A novel feature is the inelu- | 
sion among the defendants of a British 
company with which the American con- 
cerns have a working agreement; The 
court is asked to enjoin that company from 
doing business within the jurisdiction of 
the United States until the illegal ggree- 
ments shall have been annulled. An even 


greater novelty is the intimation that the 


court may be asked to appoint receivers 
for the companies. That suggestion is 
calculated to make them nervous, 

The prosecution of. the trust will be 
most pleasing to the tobacco growers of 
the United States, for they are convinced 
that the trust forces down the price of 
their product and makes millions out of 
them. There will also be great rejoicing 
among the independent manufacturers 
and dealers, who have found it almost 
impossible to compete with the trust and 
live, 

‘In spite of the assertion to the con- 
trary of the Standard Oil men, that con- 
cern was brought up on rebates. But 
for them it would have been a small 
affair. The sugar trust is under great 


combine has not been materially bene- 
fited by ‘rebates, and is not especially 
favored by the tariff, yet it has managed 
within a few years to acquire a quasi: 
monopoly of a great industry, 
Seventeen years ago the American To- 
bacco company began its career with a 
capitalization of 310,000,000 preferred 
and $15,000,000 common. stock. It had 
nothing to show for that capitalization 
except a few tobacco factories in New 
York and Virginia atid the restless ener- 
gy and’ business skill of the organizers. 
Today the‘ corporation has outstanding 
stocks and bonds which have a face value 
of $238,000,000, and it controls subsidi- 
ary corporations with an aggregate capi- 
talization’ of $150,000,000 or more. 


Prominent among these corporations are 


the American. Cigar company, the Amer- 
ican Snuff company, the International 
Cigar Machinery. company, the Havana 
American company, and the British- 
American company. 

The originators of the tobacco combine 
set out with the definite intention of con- 
trolling all branches of the industry in 
which they were engaged, and they have 
met with @ remarkable degree of success. 
They have- net entirely - monopolized 
either production or distribution, but the- 
have come dangerously near it. It is al- 


pany, its allies and associates, buy 75 per 
cent of the American tobacco crop and 
have thus been enabled to force down the 
price to the grievous injury of the grow- 


‘ers

The blow which the government has 
struck should have been struck years ago, 
before the trust had Attained, such gi- 
gantic dimensions and had reached out to 
contro] the tobacco business of the world. 
If it had been attacked sooner it would 
not have been able to drive out of busi- 
ness so many independent manufacturers 
and dealers. The independents who have 
managed to stand up against the secret 
or open attacks of the trust will take 
heart now. They will see in the suit be- 
gun yesterday the end of the persecution 
to which they have been subjected.

German courte of law are now being called 
upon to determine the question as to whether 
dancing is part and parcel of the military 
duty of army officers. It seems that some 
artinery officers, having organized a sub- 
scription ball, were called upon by the local 
authorities to pay the customary tax on 
pleasures, known as the lustbarkeitsteuer.“ 
and declined to comply, on the ground that 
dancing was part of their military duty, and 
therefore exempt from taxation, 

The officers are certain to win their case. 
For they can show that proficiency in dancing 
is exacted from the subalterns of regiments 
by their commanding officers, especially 
when the regiments in question happen to 
belong to the Berlin or Potsdam garrison. 
Not long after the accession of Emperor 


‘William to the throne there were so many 


ridiculous mishaps on the highly polished 
and parqueted floors at the court balls that 
the kaiser summoned the generals command- 
ing the various troops stationed in and 
around Berlin, and instructed them to direct 
those of their officers who were not able to 
dance properly to acquire proficiency in the 
art in order to avoid making faux pas when 
attending imperial entertainments. Since 
then young officers are put through their 
paces by their seniors and have to display a 
certain mastery, in dances around the bil- 
liard or mess table, before they are allowed 
to dance at court. 
— 


Tumdles at court balls are far more fre- 

quent than is generally believed. Ata Vienna 
court ball a young secretary of the Rouma- 
nian legation fell so unfortunately while 
dancing with one of the archduchesses that 
he actually came down in a sitting position 
on her face and caused her Hapsburg nose to 
bleed. It need acarcely be added that he left 
Vienna the next day and a week later ob- 
tained hia transfer to another post. I remem- 
ber on de ocet#tion at a court ball at Berlin 
when a young subaltern incurred the anger 
ot the late Prince Frederick Charles by trip- 
ping up his partner. The red prince assailed 
the young officer so bitterly that Emperor 
Frederick, then heir apparent, was obliged to 
intervene. A short time before the tragedy 
of Meyerling Crown Princess Stephanie had 
a nasty fall, owing to the gaucherie of a cav- 
alry officer with whom she was waltzing. The 
emperor was extremely annoyed and Crown 
Prince Rudolph spoke his mind in ne meas- 
ured tones to the offender. 
Throughout the reign of the late Emperor 
William waltzes were forbidden at the court 
ot Berlin, owing to the fact that his English 
daughter-in-law, while waltzing with a 
young nobleman at the court ball not long 
after her marriage, was suddenly tripped up 
inadvertently by her partner, and precipi- 
tated to the floor at the t of old Empress 
Augusta. The latter, who was a terrible 
despot on the score of etiquette, could not 
bear the idea of a dance which could have 
the effect of placing a princess of the blood 
in such an undignified position, and, turning 
a deaf ear to all arguments about the mishap 
being due to the awkwardness of the dancer 
rather than to the dance itself, she vetoed the 
inclusion of the waltz thenceforth in all pro- 
grams of court balls. j 

At the Tuileries on one occasion a middle 
aged officer and his fair partner came to grief 
at the feet of Napoleon III. As the emperor 
extended his hand to assist the lady to rise 
he remarked to her very gently: -“‘ Madam, 
c'est la deuxieme fois que j'ai vu tomber M. 
le Colonel. La premiere fois c’etait sur le 
champ de bataille de Magenta.” (Madam, 
this is the second time that I have seen the 
colonel fall. The first time was on the battle 
field of Magenta.)

At court balls it is always young officers 
who are called upon to direct the dances. At 
the Austrian and German courts they are 
called vortaenzer,“ and are selected for the 
purpose by the monarch. As a general rule 
they lead off the ball and also the cotillon. 
This is regarded as part and parce! of their 
military duty. All this goes to show that 


‘dancing is one of the duties of officers of the 


army. 

Not only officers, but likewise cabinet min- 
isters, are required to dance abroad, and at 
the court of Berlin at every royal and impe- 
rial wedding every one of the members of the 
cabinet is obliged by etiquette to take part 
in the historic torchlight dance. Dancing is 
also needed in diplomacy, and when King 
Humbert and the late Emperor Alexander 
III. were still alive dancing was considered ag 
an important qualification in the selection of 
the ambassadors accredited to their respec- 
tive courts. For the now widowed Queen 
Margherita of Italy and the dowager czarina 
were passionately fond of dancing, and the 
success of the late Lord Creppy Vivian 
and of Sir Francis Ford, and of the German 
Count Solms at Rome and of the late Lord 
Dufferin at St. Petersburg were attributable 
to their terpsichorean rather than to their 
diplomatic skill. Lord Dufferin, indeed, won 
the heart of court and society at St. Peters- 
burg by mastering that most difficult of all 
dances, the national dance of Russia, the 
grand mazurka.

Cleveland, O., July 10.—[Special.)—Walter 
J. Travis, the Garden City veteran, winner of 
the British open championship in 1904, and 
three time winner of the national golf cham- 
pionship, in 1000, 1901, 1903, today for the 
fifth time in nine attempts won the gold medal 
for low score in the qualifying round at the 
amateur championehip of the U. B. G. A. 

Hie previous efforts in the low medal scoring 
line, not forgetting his feat of finishing ina 
tie for second place with 818 strokes in the 
national open championship m 1002, paled be- 
fore his work of yesterday and today. In the 
morning W. T. West, the Prigceton captain, 
had set a new amateur record for the Euclid 
course of Ti, and Travis started with the 
knowledge he had to equal this performance, 
yet, despite this pressure and the presence of 
a big gallery, the old man was equal to the 
occasion, 


Pair of Twos Helps Some. 

At the third and tenth. holes his tee shots 
landed within two feet of the hole, and these 
two 2s were of great assistance. At the 
fourteenth hole he lodged in the macadam of 
the new railroad track, but banged his ball 
out and got a 6, with a badly dented ball. 

While bringing gtory to a. veteran, the loss 
of low score in such a great field must have 
been a disappointment to the Tiger collegian. 

The best comparison of Travis’ work is that 
he finished only two strokes behind the mark 
set by Willie Anderson, tour times the open 
champion, who made the double round of the 
Euclid course in 244 when he won the west- 
ern open championship in 1902. Anderson 
then made 75 and 69 In the second day’s play.
